He has delivered a number of lec- 
tures about the city and in conversation 
with the captain the other day the ques- 
tion was asked why be never married utl- 
til lie reached a ripe old age.

was a band of Indians came up to -us. -I

of mine. I escorted them to the train 
and after I had convinced the emigrants 
hey were friends of mine, I told the ln«~ 
dians to go ahead of the train to a. place 
hen known as Barrel Springs and kill 
all the buffalo they could, and we would 
arrive there that night, and all 'would 
1:1 vo a. least and a feast Siuice. That 
:cemed to plc.ise- tho Indians; • so they 
vent on to the place a.nd when we ar- 
ivcd that evening they had killed seven 
•urTfllo in a radius of a half mile. Tho 
migrants then used their teams to gath< 
r in the meat.

"Xow it is customary n.t all times after

•or the emigrants 'to stretch their tents 
nil build their camp' fire on the inside.

we commenced singing and dancing be- 
fore all the emigrants were out to see ut, 
We bad not danced a, great while before 
one young warrior proposed making a 
speech to ihe pn.le-face present,

would act as his interpreter. I sajd ''Ail 
right, White Bird,' which wss the 
In- 


dian's mime. 'I will ask the. pale-faces if 
they would like to hear you,' When I 
put the question to the emigrants they 
all sang out 'Yes. let liim speak,' When 
I informed him to. go. ahead with his 
cuceck he walked up to my side 
and 


slapped me on the :Jioulder and saidi 
'Many kuow me know this mull,' mean- 
ing many yjars the Indians have known 
me. 'Many times he come lo my fath- 
er's wickup to eaten dog.' Of course at 
this the cmigrjjits commenced laughing 
and yelling, and the poor Indian did not 
know whether they were laughing a.t him 
or not, but sat down and said no more. 


"Tho next morning I took bre&kfa^t 


with the emigrants but not with Mis» 
Daisy's me?s. While I was eating beforo 
the camp firo. chewing on a. piiccc of 
buffalo steak, Miss Daisy came up in 
front of me. T bid her the time of day, 
but she did not reply. I saw at, ones 
(•hat there was something wrong for I 
never had before saw such a. wicked look 
come over her face. Finally i<ho pointed 
ier finger at; mo and at tho same tinw .

Jt is a most encouraging decision for 


under it, every property owner can at 
once proceed to compel every one of the«c 
companies to .give renumnration for the 
use of their properly , Under it there is 
nothing to prevent the citizens of Racine 
and in every Wisconsin town and city 
from requiring the prompt removal of 
every pole from the surface of the streets 
and alleys. Tliey can coppcl every such 
company to pay them for the use of their 
property, or they can compel the removal 
of the pole.

* -MAKING OVER BLAN'KETS. 
Kew blankets generally come in pairs 


fol(i«i over at the bottom and the two 
upper ends generally bound witli ribbon. 
Somo housekeepers cover .fhi* ribbon bind- 
ing with fold of cotton, which ran be 
ripped off when it is soiled, and another 
basted on .in it* place. 
Thi>, however, 


in only a temporary device. As soon aa 
the blankets are washed the border 
must be replaced, a* ribbon ordinarily 
vrill not bear .washing. 
After bed blan- 


kets have been in u»e two scuHons they 
should bo> washed, no matter how neat 
they look". They have by this time ab- 
'ijorbed enough .of 
those 
unwholesome 


fumes thrown out in sleep to be disin- 
fected in some way, nnd the l»st «'«y is 
by washing tliein. Cut Ilipm apart at the 
fold and rip off the ribbon binding. This 
makes two single blankets, which arc 
much cfli-ior to handle in washing than 
a pair. Wash the blankets by themselves 
on a clear, cool, sunny day in oarlv spring 
when the air is still, but is not cool 
enough to freeze the blankets. After sous- 
infr the blankets fifteen mimitc-s in soap 
*uds that are made with white- soap nnd 
about a tabiespoonful of ammonia to every 
gallon of water, lift them out into a new 
"suds'" a trifle cooler, and souse 
them 


again for live or ton minutes, 
Jn the 


next water omit the soap, but put in 
ammonia. Wring tlicni through a wringer 
screwed up as loosely as possible. 
If 


you have only n small wringer it is bet- 
ter to press out the water with the hands, 
a* tight wringing is very injurious to the 
soft texture of blankets. Hang the blan- 
kets while still quite wet evenly on the 
lines. 'It is better to stretch the lower 
end on un even strip of wood, the size of 
the blankets lie.fore the.y wefc washed, 
and pull'them to the same length on the 
line. Let them hang'until they seem dry. 
then hang them in a warm.kiiclten over 
night.

Near Luzon, 1'. I., Jan. 22, 1900. 


Dear Brother Fred: I wrote Mother the 


other day telling her of our hyke over 
from Calooean. The natives in this sec- 
tion of the country, that is near the 
c'oast, are better to do and more ad- 
vanced llinn those of the interior. They 
are not so dark, likely due to the mix- 
ture of Spanish blood. 
Some of the 


senoritas are quite striking with their 
copper-color skin, dark'hair and eyes. All 
smoke cigarettes !iere, even the picKa- 
ninnies. You sec little ones here, hardly 
off their fours, smoking. They arc as 
adept as their grandsires. 


Jn the interior the people live almost 


exclusively on rice, but heio they have a 
profusion of vegetables, a variety of fish 
and on Sundays they get fresh beef kill- 
ed in the market place. 


Jt is yet undecided what our desl.ina- 


tin will be. i'roni here undoubtedly we 
go south into the mountains. 


\\'e have been giving the Filipinos u 


hot chuse, the intricate paths and trails 
enable them to get away from us. They 
make no stand, if they did t'iiis affair 
would be wound up in short order.
